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The situation in Callao continues good; no new ease of plague has- 
been reported since October 13. 

No new case of smallpox has been reported at Callao. One ease of 
smallpox remains in the lazaretto at Lima. Bills of health from Chile 
report 3 cases of plague in the lazaretto at Iquique, October 26. 

PH II J WINE ISLANDS. 

Report from Manila- Cholera and smallpox-* Station of cholera In 
Manila and the provinces — Inspection of vessels. 

Chief Quarantine Officer McClintic reports, October 13: 

Week ended October 10. Fifty-five cases of cholera with 14 deaths,, 
and 1 cases of smallpox with no deaths, occurred in the city of Manila. 

Status of cholera in Manila. — The daily number of cases of cholera 
has gradually decreased, and the situation has become very much im- 
proved. Most of the cases reported come from Tondo, Meisic, and 
bampaloc districts, only a few sporadic cases being found in the other 
districts of the city. A close watch is kept on the markets, and the> 
sale of all ^ruits and vegetables that may be eaten raw and are likely 
to carry infection is strictly prohibited. In the infected districts a 
daily house-to-house inspection is made, in consequence of which most 
of the cases are found in the early stages of the disease and removed' 
to the hospital. As is usually observed in the decline of cholera epi- 
demics, the virulence of the cholera vibrio in this epidemic is becom- 
ing attenuated, as is evidenced by the marked decrease in the mor- 
tality rate. 

A detachment of soldiers from Fort McKinley continues to guard 
the Mariquina water supply, from which Manila receives water, and no, 
cases have been attributed to infection of the general water supply.

This office is in receipt of a circular from the local bureau of health 
advising that inasmuch as no cases of plague have been reported 
in Bagdad during the past two weeks, the sanitary council at Constan- 
tinople has removed all measures that were taken to prevent the 
spread of the disease from this city.
